A fair sized audience gathered at 
the coart house Monday evening to 
lear Dr. Mahr’s lecture on the sub- 
jeet of health and preventable dis­ 
eases. The lecture

creation of his office as state health 
officer and the power given him un­ 
der rite law creating it. He stated, 
however, that he found it necessary

which each doctor freely gives the 
others the benefit of his ideas, and 
he self-sacrificing spirit well illus- 
rar*d by the case of Dr. Reed, who 
discovered that yellow fever is con­ 
vey*^ by mosquitoes, but whq died 
as the result of his own experiments. 
\mong the preventable and cur­ 
able diseases he named tuberculosis, 
and showed several illustrations ot

«v th** outdoor treatm ent is carried 
ou>. 
Among children whooping cough is 
he first cause of thousands of den bs 
and he strongly condemned the care­ 
lessness in many parents, who per­ 
mit their children to mingle with 
O’hers while suffering from the dis­ 
ease.
